PROHIBITION LAW 


New York Governor Asks 
Resolution Requesting 


Volstead Act. 


Albany, N. Y., January 3.—From 
a man whe is regarded as one of the 
outstanding democratie presiderftial 
possibilities for 1924, a joint session 
uf the New York legislature and a 
‘arge gathering of spectators heard on 
Wednesday a most outspoken denunci- 
ation of national prohibition, as now 
provided. The seveaker was Alfred B. 
Smith, newly installed as governor of 
New York by virtue of the landslide 
which carried him into office last fa! 
after a°campaign based in a measure 
of the dry jssue. 

The returaing governor also asked 
for the repeal of the prevert state 
law providing for ¢ensorship of mo- 
tion pictures vy a board ey ceasors. 

Smith broke a precedent ia deliy- 
ering his opening message tv the leg- 
islature in person from the speaker's 
table, as Woodrow Wilson did in ad- 
dressing congress to the astonishment 
of the nations just after be became 
president, , 

The governor recommended that the 
legislature pass a resolution at the 
earliest possible moment requesting 
that congress immediately amend the 
Volstead act to permit light wines 
and beer. He further recommended 
that New York state become the pio- 
neer in & movement in congress to 
amend the national constitution 60 
that henceforth the people and not 
the legislatures shall have the power 
to ratify or reject constitutional 
amendments. 

Says Not“Representative. 

The eighteenth amendment was rat- 
tified in the New York state senate 
“by a narrow margin and under cir- 
eumstances that would suggest that 
the senate’s action was not in keeping 
with the wishes of a majority of the 
people,” Smith said. “The question or 
ratification did not appear in either 
of the party platforms but neverthe- 
css a party caucus brought into line 
inen whose well-known views as well 
as the views of their constituents 
‘vere opposed to ratification. If dem- 
oeratic representative government 
means what we all say it means, sure- 
ly the history in our state does not 
indicate that a majority of the people 
ure in Sympathy with the existing 
Volstead act. The supreme court of 
the United States renders the state 
helpless to legalize light wines and 
beers. The house of representatives 
are the only legislative bodies in the 
country that can amend the Volstead 
act.’ 

Smith declared that for several 
years there has been a drift away from 
the fundamental ideal of the declara- 
tion of independence and the constitu- 
tion of the United States. 

Advocates Free Speech. 

“Inquisitions, spy system, rules 
and regulations for personal conduct 
not prompted by the ten command- 
ments, are an unnecessary interfer- 
ence with the freedom of a people.” 
he said. “In the free democracy of 
the United States the government ex- 
ists for the people and its every move 
should be an expression of their free 
will. 

“Censorship is not in keeping with 
our ideas of liberty and of freedom 
of worship or freedom of speech. We 
have looked too lightly upon guaran- 
tees of freedom when we select three 
people who before the fact have the 
power to declare what is and what 
is not a violation of the statutes en- 
acted for the protection of the mo- 
rality of our people. We have abun- 
dant laws to jail the man who out- 
rages public decency. And we have 
jails enough’ to hold him after his 
conviction. I believe that the en- 
actment of a statute providing cen- 
sorship of moving pietures was a step 
away from that liberty which the con- 
stitution guaranteed and that it 
should be repealed.” 

Smith then also attacked on the 
same ground that state law requiring 
teachers to submit te a “loyalty test,” 
adding that all public servants can 
be held responsible for the specific 
acts. 

“Interference with personal liberty, 
censorship of thought. word, act or 
teaching encourages, if it does not 
promise intolerance and bigotry in 
the mind of the few against the 
many.” 

The entire tenor of the governor's 
address indicated a feeling that inter- 
ference in or supervision of orderly 
private inclinations is incompatible 
with freedom. His attitude was again 
the same with reference to state su- 
pervision of the local traction prob- 
lems of New York and other cities, 
which he condemned, while recom- 
mending a state constitutional amend- | 
ment granting “home rule’~to cities. 

The governor also said that laws 
which in his opinion discriminate un- 
justly against women in employment 
should be removed.

On one eventful day—eventful be- 
cause a friendly, encouraging word 
had come to him from the outside— 
the editor sat in his office reading 
and enjoying a letter of commenda- 
tion for his stand against odds which 
had just been received from an Iowa 
post of the American Legion.

Knowing what to do 
doctor comes doesn't 


| knowing how to cleanse and bandage 


a wound, how to attach a tornique 
or how to administer antidotes fo: 
poisonings. The average housewife 
has very seldom any cliance to make 
use of such information. More im- 
portant it is for her to know the im- 
portance of proper adjustment of diet 
and the importance of keeping the pa- 
tient free from anxiety. 

If anyone in your housebold shows 
indisposition of any sort it is impor- 
tant to keep him away from the rest 
of the family. Doctors often find a 
sick child surrounded by anxious mem 
bers of the family in a brightly lighted 
room, oOver-crowded, Without suffi 
cient fresh air. No matter what the 
anxiety of the members of the familv 
amounts to, they should be kept away. 
No matter what-the symptoms, the pn» 
ient should be put to bed in a quiet 
room, with windows open and the 
light made dim. In the day time cur- 
tains should be partly drawn to keep 
out the glare of the light: At nigh: 
the light should be shaded so that it 
does not shine in the patient’s face. 

There is practically never any dan- 
ger of under feeding any one at the 
onset of any sort of illness. The old 
adage that bids us “stuff a cold an: 
Starve a fever’ may be alright as 
far as the fever is concerned, but it 
has led to much wrong treatment of 
colds. If there are symptoms of ex- 
haustion or fever you will do well to 
put your patient on a light diet until 
the doctor comes. No one, young or 
old, is the worse for being confined 
to a diet of hot milk or broth for a 
day or so. It is always a safe plan 
to adopt when you are not quite sure 
what the doctor would ptescribe. Cer- 
tainly it is as cruel as it is unwise 
to force or urge any one to eat when, 
at the onset of a malady, he feels dis- 
inclined to do so. Even a novice at 
nursing can do much to reduce the 
fever of a sick person by simplification 
of diet, and by putting the patien: 
to bed in a cool, quiet room where 
there is enough fres+ air to breathe.

such an interview could only “result 
in controversial publicity and create 
a suspicion that the federal govern- 
ment is not in good faith endeavoring 
to enforce the probibition laws.”

against the validi.y of his objections 
to the interview and renewing the re- 
that the delegation be re- 
ceived.
